Berlin (UPI) — East Ger­ 
many Th ursday offered to 
p rov ide Easter p asses to en­ 
able West Berliners to cross 
th e Communist wall, but West­ 
ern officials said 
th e offer 
will be rejected. 
Th e West ap p arently con­ 
sidered th e offer a maneuv ­ 
er because th e East German 
attach ed th e same conditions 
th ey set during th e Ch ristmas 
season last y ear. Th at agree­ 
ment allowed Communist of­ 
ficials to enter West Berlin 
to p rocess th e p asses. 
Th e condition was accep ted 
by West Berlin city officials 
last Ch ristmas, but th e West­ 
ern allies v oiced fears it could 
undermine th e zone’s legal 
ties to th e West. 
Basic Ch anges 
During current negotiations 
for a p ermanent arrangem ent 
th e city gov ernment, on th e 
urging of th e federal gov ern­ 
ment and th e allies, consis­ 
tently h as refused to renew 
t h e 
Ch ristmas 
agreement 
with out some basic ch anges. 
Th e West wants any p asses 
to be issued a t th e wall it­ 
self, dep riv ing th e Commu­ 
nists of an ex cuse to s e n d 
th eir officials into West Ber­ 
lin.

Th e tech nique sounds sim­ 
p le: It sets up a detour in 
th e digestiv e tract — by p ass­ 
ing th e area wh ere ch olesterol 
finds an easy av enue to th e 
blood. 
In th is way , it stems not 
only th e ch olesterol in food 
eaten by th e p atient, but also 
th e ch olesterol formed in bile 
wh ich is reabsorbed by th e 
body in th e same section of 
th e intestine. 
It means cutting off t h e 
last th ird of th e small intes­ 
tine — sometimes about th ree 
feet — and rejoining th e small 
intestine to th e l a r g e in­ 
testine.

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A Word To The Wise

Disaster Looms 
Ahead 


This is a day when intelligent individuals 
of a certain group are not to be caught 
empty -handed. This is the male group and 
the time, of course, is Valentine’s Day . One 
can take a sane and serious look at the day 
and calmly see that it really requires noth­ 
ing at all out of the ordinary . Quite proper­ 
ly , y ou may go home this evening without 
any box of candy , perhaps a card or any ­ 
thing else for the other member of y our 
family partnership. 
Such lack of interest in the day isn’t 
about to lead to disaster—unless. It could 
lead to disaster if y our 
approach is character­ 
istic of y our general, 
y ear-long attitude. If 
y ou have the notion 
that there is no time of the y ear that re­ 
quires any special recognition on y our part 
of the other member of y our family partner­ 
ship, then chances are y ou may well be 
heading toward some kind of disaster. You 
needn’t be a conformist by sending candy , 
flowers or something else on birthday s, Val­ 
entine’s Day , etc., but y ou would be wise to 
do it at certain times throughout the y ear. 
It isn’t ex actly bending over backwards 
in consideration to recognize birthday s and 
anniversaries as times of special meaning 
and worthy of some ex tra treatment. If 
y ou refuse to go bey ond these more mean­ 
ingful day s in y our ex pressions of concern 
for others, then y ou would be wise to show 
this concern at random during the y ear. 
So, y ou can pass up Valentine’s Day if 
y ou like and not ex pect to be hanged for it 
but don’t get to the point where indifference 
is the standard by which y ou live. A little 
indifference goes a long way and when y ou 
pass it out in generous doses, that is the 
measure of return y ou soon find coming 
y our way . 


★ 
This day , of course, is of most impor­ 
tance to the children who may or may not 
know much of what the day is but who 
surely feel the ex citement of it. The passing 
out and receiving of cards is the highlight 
of the day , accompanied in the lower 
grades of school by some kind of socializing 
bey ond that to which time is given in the 
normal day . Many times the cards that are 
to be passed out are pretty well worn be­ 
fore they are distributed. They have been 
fingered and ex amined for a number of 
day s at home and compared in one way and 
another until their corners are rounded 
and their surfaces smudged. There is no 
carelessness in the distribution of 
t h e s e 
cards. Most people would find it pretty hard 
to see much of any difference in the cards 


but such is not the case with the y oung­ 
sters. 
Most of us find it a little unbearable 
even to consider the Beatles and their ra­ 
ther awful haircuts and worse music (?) 
but the teenagers of the nation have no 
difficulty communicating with the foursome. 
We thought we had heard almost every ­ 
thing until we were tuned in by a teen­ 
ager the other night to a local radio sta­ 
tion that proceeded to play , at one time, 
four different recordings by the Beatles. 
The ex perience is almost enough to drive 
y ou back to smoking or send y ou raving 
into the cold of the night for some escape. 
Once y ou have heard this, y ou are sure it 
is an ex perience y ou never want to have 
again but the teenagers only cry for more. 
★ 
As the teenagers can see something in 
the Beatles that most of us can’t find, so 
the y oungsters can see things in their Val­ 
entine cards that we can’t see. The cards 
have changed a great deal in their phy sical 
characteristics in recent y ears but not in 
their general content. All the cards used to 
be in the form of a heavy , folded, smooth- 
surfaced paper. 
The front of the card had some kind of 
picture on it and the border was often a 
gingerbread of some kind. The little verse 
was on the inside. Today , the cards are a 
single piece of what would be best described 
as cardboard and are cut out into a de­ 
sign of the central picture that appears on 
them. 
The theme of the cards today is about 
what it has alway s been, either vaguely 
_ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ _ 
sentimental or more 
or less insulting. 
It 
doesn’t take long for 
the y oungsters to see 
some one of 
t h e i r 
classmates as being just right to receive a 
certain card. What is considered, for rea­ 
sons that never become clear, the worst 
card of all is reversed for the classmate 
who seems to have the least on the ball in 
the many diverse matters that constitute 
school. This covers a wide range of things 
far bey ond the learning process that sup­ 
posedly takes place within the classroom.

No Reason To Worry 


The weather bureau has called attention 
to Nebraska’s winter drought. 
This is the fourth month ex periencing 


d o better than 45 per cent of normal rain­ 
fall. And spring is just around the corner. 
It has been a winter of nagging com­ 
ment. The tree ring watchers are talking 
about cy clic drought and observing that a 
new dry period is due any time now. 
Reports coming in from neighboring 
states say it is dry there, too. 
Feed grain farmers show a troubled 
mind. Many who in the past were satis­ 
fied with a 20 per cent acreage take out are 
thinking about 40 per cent. 
They say , “This might well be a dry 
y ear and we might be better off with pay ­ 
ments for acreage reduction.” That sort of 
thinking hints of short crops or even crop 
failure. 


Well, so it is. 
One can’t argue with the weather bu­ 
reau’s rainfall records. They are a state­ 
ment of fact. 
One can’t argue too much with the tree 
ring ex perts. They may be missing their 
drought date by five or ten y ears. But Ne­ 
braska historically figures two short crops 
in every ten. And modern history proves 
dry cy cles. 
But all this is anx iety . A few timely 
rains make the difference between abun­ 
dance and short fare. 
The point is that the anx iety is unnec­ 
essary in Nebraska. There is no region in 
the state where reasonable water conserva­ 
tion could not permanently end the drought 
threat. It is simply the matter of building 
the installations. 


Safety On Interstate 


Based on national averages, it is esti­ 
mated that total traffic fatalities in Nebras­ 
ka were reduced by 30 as a result of the 
Interstate Highway . The ex istence of this 
modern stretch of road, even to the limited 
degree which it is available, has saved the 
lives of 30 people who would have been 
killed had they been traveling standard 
highway s. 
Any one who has been on any of the 
Nebraska Interstate within the past y ear 
can say that were it not for the improved 
highway , they might not be alive today . This 
is a matter that is frequently overlooked 
by the public when it considers the benefits 
of such a program as the Interstate. The 
Interstate is far more than a mere matter 
of convenience to the driving public, al­ 
though those are not features to be sneered 
at. 
The national study of Interstate traffic 


and fatalities showed control of access on 
the highway to be the most important single 
factor contributing to the road’s good safety 
record. The Federal Bureau of Roads notes, 
however, that such other design features as 
wide lanes, broad medians, easy curvature 
and grades, and long sight distances also 
are important to the sy stem’s safety . 
One needs only to contemplate a few 
of the above items to realize the signifi­ 
cance of the new highway . Consider the 
narrow lanes, sharp turns, blind hills and 
other characteristics of older highway s that 
often left y ou narrowly averting disaster. 
Think of the near misses y ou have had on 
old highway s as a result of design features 
that have been vastly improved on the Inter­ 
state. When we think in this way of the 
Interstate benefits, we come to realize that 
the highway represents an ex pense well 
worth what it has been. 


Woman Of Integrity 


After a dispassionate ex amination of 
thr testimony given by Mrs. Lee Os­ 
wald to the Warren commission on the Ken­ 
nedy tragedy , one comes to the inevitable 
conclusion that she is a women of consid­ 
erable integrity and one deserving of some­ 
thing much better than the chain of deep 
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misfortunes which have befallen her. 
She struggled with questions couched 
in what was to her an almost alien tongue, 
but as she grasped their meaning she 
seemed to reply with utmost candor. It is 
understandable that as a loy al wife she did 
not wish to believe her husband guilty of 
the crime alleged to him. But it did" not 
deter her from stating that on the basis of 
the evidence she was forced to conclude he 
was guilty . 
When she was asked why she did not 
warn authorities of his apparent degenera­ 
tion of social attitude, she replied, “He was 
my husband.” 
Remindful that in American justice a 
wife is not required to testify against her 
husband, we can conclude that y oung Mrs. 
Oswald was unusually cooperative, and a 
useful witness in terms of the public wel­ 
fare. We can say that if all witnesses be­ 
haved with equal regard for the quest of 
truth, eschewing the half truth, or splitting 
the meaning of a phrase, our practice of 
justice would be greatly improved. 
Mrs. Oswald is a Russian girl who 
wishes to remain in this land of ours de­ 
spite the barriers of language, the ex pected 
stigma which burdens her because of her 
association and despite what must be to her 
so much strangeness. She wishes to become 
an American and to rear her children as 
Americans. Her behaviour certainly speaks 
in her favor. 
Certainly the American people will do 
no wrong in meeting her half way .

Dirksen A Key In 


Civil Rights Issue 


W A S HI N G T ON—When 
President Johnson dreams of 
the Senate struggle over civil 
rights he has a nightmare 
vision of his old mentor, 
Democratic Sen. Richard B. 
Russell of Georgia, quietly 
opening the door to the capi- 
tol hideaway of Sen. Everett 
M. Dirksen of Illinois, the 
Republican minority leader. 
In just such conferences 
with Republican l e a de r s , 
Russell has long been able to 
detach from the civil rights 
cause enough 
Republican 
votes against cloture to block 
legislation or enforce a com­ 
promise on key parts of it. 
Those votes come from the 
15 to 20 small states, chiefly 
west of the 
Mississippi, 
where Negro voters are few 
and people tend to resist so­ 
cial change. 
For their co­ 
operation with the South on 
racial matters, such states 
get southern votes for rec­ 
lamation, conservation, pow­ 
er and other projects im­ 
portant to them. 
There seems at the mo­ 
ment nothing to impede Sen­ 
ator Dirksen from reaching 
his own decision about the 
morality and validity of the 
old strategy in the presiden­ 
tial y ear of 1964. 
Republi­ 
cans have no clear favorite 
for the nomination with the 
right of appeal to Dirksen’s 
loy alty , personal or party . 
The minority is divided on 
the civil rights issue though 
it would almost surely follow 
if Dirksen leads strongly .

It was on a chill Saturday 
evening in the fall of 1954 
that this passage came to 
have an indescribably rich 
meaning for me. Our church 
had burned to the ground 
two y ears before. The needs 
of the congregation and the 
community demanded t h e 
erection of a building that 
was slated to cost more than 
$1,200,000.00. And ours was a 
community 
composed 
pri­ 
marily of people of low in­ 
come. But we had no choice 
in the light of the needs of the 
teeming Bedford-Stuy vesant 
section of Brookly n with its 
300,000 people but to make 
the attempt. 
Funds ran out and we were 
face to face with the bleak 
prospect of having to 
h a l t 
work on the half-finished 
structure. 
Obviously , 
t h e 
damage of such a step to the 
morale of the congregation 
would be incalculable. T h e 
dream of a great and ade­ 
quate building for Bedford- 
Stuy vesant was under immi­ 
nent threat of sudden a nd 
bitter collapse. 
In this circumstance, 
I 
walked dejectedly that Satur­ 
day evening into my make­ 
shift study in the old, dilapi­ 
dated building that we were 
using temporarily . 
Among 
the letters was one which 
bore no return address. Fin­ 
ally , I opened it. 
To my utter amazement, 
it contained a cashier’s check 
for $1,000 and a little white

sheet of paper with the wrords 
“Psalm 103:1-2” on it. Noth­ 
ing else! I turned to the 103rd 
Psalm and read the words 
“Bless the Lord. 0 my soul; 
and all that is within me, 
bless his holy name. Bless 
the Lord, 0 my soul, and 
forget not all his benefits.” 
Those words spoke strange­ 
ly and compellingly to my 
spirit. The nex t morning in 
worship I reported the inci­ 
dent and the anony mous gift 
of $1,000. The reaction was 
electric, a strange surge of 
power p a s s e d through the 
congregation. We were “air­ 
borne” from that moment 
and went forward to com­ 
plete the new Concord build­ 
ings. 
This gift accompanied by 
the same Biblical reference 
was to be repeated e a c h 
y ear until the debt was com-

pletely retired, but that first 
gift illumined by the pas­ 
sage, was God’s gift of new 
life and new faith to a tired, 
almost defeated people.

Hackberry Gnats 
Lincoln, Neb. 
Does any one like to have 
pesky gnats crawling over 
his skin and clothes inside 
the house as well as out­ 
doors? Does he like to see 
them on or around his food 
at the table or massed by 
hundreds on his screen doors? 
Is any one raising gnats on 
his property in the city of 
Lincoln? 
Many property owners are 
raising gnats by the thou­ 
sands and do not even know 
it. The property owner who 
has one or more hackberry 
trees on his lot or parking 
is raising hackberry gnats, 
unless his tree or trees re­ 
ceive the proper kind of 
spray ing at the time when 
the y oung insects—tiny cat­ 
erpillars—can be destroy ed 
before they are settled in 
nests called galls on the 
back of the hackberry leaves. 
The insect changes to the 
adult stage, or gnat, while 
in the gall on the leaf. One 
leaf may have a dozen or 
more galls on it. Hence, it 
is no wonder the air in some 
parts of Lincoln is filled with 
the gnats when they have 
emerged from the galls. 
Much money and time are 
spent each y ear in the effort 
to kill mosquitoes, flies and 
other insects. How much has 
been spent to destroy the 
hackberry gnats? Shouldn’t 
each property owner who has 
one or more hackberry trees 
make certain those trees are 
not producing the gnats that 
are such pests in this city ?

1. Three clubs. Presum­ 
ably , No rth co nsidered his 
hand to o stro ng to o v ercall 
the diamo nd bid directly 
with two clubs and went o ut 
o f his way to do uble befo re 
bidding two clubs. 
Stro n g bids o f this . ty p e 
mu st be resp ected. We hav e 
8 p o in ts in high cards an d 
might hav e had o n ly 2 
o r 3. 
The raise in clu bs simp ly 
tells partner that there is a 
chance fo r game in v iew o f 
his bidding. It do es no t mean 
that we hav e a big hand 


—we hav en’t — but It do es 
mean that we hav e a better 
hand than we might hav e 
had fo r the fo rced respo nse 
o f o ne spade. If No rth bids 
three spades o v er t h r e e 
clubs, we carry o n gladly to 
fo ur. 


2. Two no trump. We bid 
again here also , but t h i s 
time, with two diamo nd sto p­ 
pers and a no trump ty pe o f 
hand, we cho o se two no - 
trump. 
The 
weakness 
in 
hearts and spades is d i s- 
co unted, 
since 
No rth 
is 
o o und to hav e at least so me 
strength in bo th these suits. 
The po int is that we hav e 
v alues unkno wn to partner, 
and the best way o f repre­ 
senting them is to make the 
mo st enco uraging bid to ­ 
wards game that we can. 
3. Fo ur clubs. The chances 
o f making game with this 
hand are substantially bet­ 
ter than with either o f the 
first two hands. We hav e less 
in high cards, it is true, but 
the much mo re attractiv e 


distributio n 
and 
ex cellent 
trump fit easily justify a 
jump raise. A simple raise 
to three clubs wo uld v astly 
understate thé game pro s­ 
pects; in fact, a raise to 
fiv e clubs wo uld co me clo ser 
to hitting the mark than 
three dubs wo uld. 
Partner canno t read us fo r 
hav ing an eno rmo us hand in 
this sequence, since we re­ 
spo nded o riginally with o nly 
o ne spade, which co uld hav e 
been passed by No rth. With 
a really go o d hand we wo uld 
hav e respo nded to the do u­ 
ble with two spades. 
4 . Two hearts. Game is by 
no means impo ssible, despite 
the ragged nature o f th e 
hand. The do uble usually 
implies suppo rt fo r at least 
two o f the three suits av ail­ 
able aside fro m the s u i t 
do ubled, and there is*an ex ­ 
cellent chance in this se­ 
quence that No rth has fo ur 
hearts. If he has and raises 
two hearts to three, we go 
o n to fo ur.

And another u pset ov er Colorado at the friendly NU 
Co liseum Satu rday night wou ld pu sh coach Joe Cipriano’s 
squ ad into a third-place tie with the Bu ffs. 


But befo re y o u rush to the po st o ffice to mail y o ur 
check fo r tickets to the NCAA to urney , it might be wise 
to check the remaining schedule. Yo u do n’t hav e to study 
it fo r v ery lo ng to co me up with the co nclusio n that the 
to ughest part is y et to co me fo r Nebraska. 


The Hu skers certainly hav e earned the backing of 
Nebraska fans for their efforts thu s far and regardless 
o f what happens the rest of the way , they hav e su rpassed 
any o ne’s ex pectations. 
NU’s pre-season cage fortu nes were rated abou t on a 
par with Cassiu s Clay ’s chances of winning the heav y ­ 
weight title from Sonny Liston. 


Two facto rs hav e bo o sted the Huskers abo v e what 
any o ne tho ught they co uld do .

The ABC, in confirming an 
earlier report on the project­ 
ed fiv e games, said there is 
no v iolation becau se the pro­ 
gramming deals are being 
m a d e with the indiv idu al 
clu bs and not with the leagu e 
itself. 
Fo rd to Spo nso r 
The ABC Ford Motor Co. 
w o u l d sponsor the Friday 
night pro games. The particu ­ 
lar games, or clu bs inv olv ed, 
were not named. It is u nder­ 
stood one of the teams will 
be Clev eland. 
Pete Rozelle, commissioner 
of the N a t i o n a l Football 
Leagu e, said: 
“ This is an academic ques­ 
tio n. The Natio nal Fo o tball 
League has no t made up its 
196 4 schedule, and will no t do 
so fo r six weeks. The league 
has no co ntract with the ABC. 
“The law of 1961 states that 
the National Football Leagu e 
cannot make a package deal 
with a single network to tele­ 
v ise games on Friday night. 
Satu rday afternoon or Satu r­ 
day night. 
Specificatio n 
“Also, there is a specifica­ 
tion that no games c a n be 
telev ised within 7 5 miles of a 
college game. If the deal is 
made between ABC and the 
member clu bs indiv idu ally , 
the 7 5-mile ru le will be rigid­ 
ly observ ed. 
The ABC said that telev ision 
agreements w it h indiv idu al 
clu bs alway s hav e been v al­ 
id and added: 
“ The pro po sed bro adcasts 


wo uld be a great public serv ­ 
ice, affo rding o ppo rtunity to 
enjo y pro fessio nal fo o tball in 
prime ev ening time.” 
The proposed plan 
d r e w 
immediate blasts from both 
the colleges and high schools. 
Disturbed 
Asa Bu shnell, commission­ 
er of the Eastern College Ath­ 
letic Conference and director 
of the college TV program, 
said he was “distu rbed by the 
report.” 
’’This is a matter fo r in­ 
quiry and inv estigatio n. It is 
a pro blem fo r the lawy ers,” 
he added. 
He s a i d the plan v iolated 
the spirit, if not the wording 
of the 1961 law. 
A s i m i l a r protest came 
from the National Federation 
of State High School Athletic 
Associatons, with a member­ 
ship of more than 12.000. 
Cliff Fagan, federation ex ­ 
ecu tiv e secretary , said he will 
send a letter of complaint to 
Rozelle as his grou p’s first 
step in “protecting the inter­ 
ests” of member schools. 
“ This telecasting o n Fri­ 
day nights will hav e a mo re 
harmful effect o n the high 
scho o l pro gram than o n any 
o ther phase o f amateur fo o t­ 
ball,” Fagan said. 
Many colleges, particu larly 
in the Sou th, play games on 
Friday nights. Also, this is the 
prime time for the 12,360 high 
schools belonging to the Na­ 
tional Federation of 
H i g h 
Schools. Arou nd 85 per cent 
of the high school games are 
play ed Friday nights. 
Bu shnell said that if he and 
his college telev ision commit­ 
tee do not get satisfactory ex ­ 
planations from the NFL and 
ABC, a formal protest wou ld 
be made. He didn’t say he 
wou ld go all the way to the 
cou rts, bu t there seemed su ch 
an inference. 
Jim Corbett, athletic direc­ 
tor of Lou isiana State Univ er­ 
sity and former chairman of 
the NCAA telev ision commit­ 
tee, said if the annou ncement 
of the fiv e F r i d a y night 


games is tru e, “I feel su ch 
action will v iolate the spirit 
of legislation passed by Con­ 
gress in 1960.” 
“ Such pro gramming will af­ 
fect serio usly and jeo pardize 
the v ast number o f co llege 
g a m e s play ed o n Friday 
night,” Co rbett added. LSU 
is o ne o f the co lleges which 
play s a number o f g am e s 
each seaso n o n Friday night.

New York (UPI) — Sandy ­ 
haired Tom O’Hara of Loy o­ 
la of Chicago smashed th e 
world indoor mile record to 
smithereens Thu rsday night 
with a 3:56.6 clocking in the 
New York A.C. Track Meet. 
O’Hara passed the three- 
qu arter mile mark in 3:01.6 
in the Bax ter Mile before a 
near-capacity crowd of abou t 
15,000 — and then stormed 
ov er the final qu arter-mile in 
a stu pendou s 55 seconds flat. 
The slender y o ung Lo y o la 
star thus erased the wo rld 
mark o f 3:58.6 set in the same 
meet last y ear by Jim Beatty 
o f Lo s Angeles, a r ac e in 
which y o ung O’Hara finished 
seco nd.

Sonny sat at ringside at the 
Surfside Auditorium with a 
white towel over his head and 
beats of sweat standing on his 
face.

In spite o f the do gmatism 
o f the academic theo rists and

The go al is the highest net 
return o n a sustainable basis.

Johnson declared Thursday 
by' executive order a policy 
against discrimination in em- 
pibyment because of age. 
The President not only or­ 
dered that there be no dis­ 
crimination against older peo­ 
ple for employment and pro­ 
motion in federal service, but 
ali^o said the federal govern­ 
ment can hasten the accept­ 
ance of this principle in all 
sectors of the economy, pri­ 
vate and public. 
The order goes beyond the 
govern ment itself to direct 
that contractors and subcon­ 
tractors working on federal 
projects not discriminate be­ 
cause of age as a general rule. 
Exceptions, 
Johnson 
said, 
should be tied to a bonalide 
job qualification, retirement 
plan or legal requirement. 
'The order carries out a 
recommendation of a presi­ 
dential council on aging which
